?17.10 per barrel and going up. By an 
independent commission It waa deter- 
mined that a fair price for wheat was 
$2.20 per bushel.

must save 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
"By good fortune we have a bamper 
crop of 
corn in this country—over 
three billion bushels of it, .That is 30 
bushels per capita and ordinarily we do 
not consume one bushel per capita- 
Americans are used to cornmeal prod- 
ucts. If 
they 
will substitute corn- 
bread for wheat bread, they will win 
this great food battle we are waging 
with Germany. Europe has not tho 
mechanical equipment to prepare corn 
and corn bread, although they now use 
SO per cent in the wheat bread.

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MOTHERS PRESSED INTO SERVIC 


American women are doing their h 


nobly in the war, but as yet tbo woi 
that has fallen to them is corapara 
lively light, the hours short and th 
working conditions pleasant. 


A few days ago The Sun had a do 


spatch showing how the 
women 


Prance, even the mothers, work 
to 


Iiours a day in the munition factories 
Women with very young babies ar 
there and the babies are kept 
charge ol trained nurses in a nurser 
connected with the factory. 3-ast Jnl 
there were 210 babies in this nurser 
from among the 6000 women employ 
ed. It is estimated that thirty pe 
month are born to women facto: 
workers. These women turn out 100 
tons of ammunition daily. The moth 
ere of young babies get an intermis 
sion of ten minutes every throe hour 
during which they are to nurse thei 
infants. The little ones are kept 
the nnrsery at night so that the moth 
ors may have sufficient rest to enabl 
them to keep up their -work in the fac 
tory. 


This is a sample of the war worl 


jrehich comes to the women in a tent 
jrhere the men are called to the fron 
and where every roan, woman 
child is ready to fight to the death 
against the cruel invader. 


In view of such conditions trough 


on by real war, it seems unreasonabl 
to grumble over such privations o 
discomforts as are found necessary a. 
a result of our war preparations. 


Let us get the spirit of sacrifice and 


the willingness to do our part cheer 
fully -whether that be in the-munition 
factory, the mill, the 
office or the 


home. All we can do is slight indeed 
compared to the sufferings of the men 
in the trenches where they are no 
sure of their lives even for a single 
minute at a time. 


When mothers are separated from 


their children and pressed into War 
service, why should we complain be 
cause of slight inconveniences made 
imperative to accomplish the aims for 
which we entered the war? 


SERVICE AT HOME 


The exemption boards have to worl 


hard in examining all the men and 
documents to be passed upon under 
the draft law. Upon the faithfulness; 
fairness and car* with which tties 
perform their duty much depends 
the ultimate make-up of the army and 
the smoothness with which the lat 
\vill operate. It appears that som 
exemption hoards have put in extrav- 
agant claims for 
compensation fo 


their services and as a result Genera 
Crowder has decided to limit tho paj 


»of exemption board members 
to 


cents for each draftee passed for army 
service. 
That, of course, will no 


compensate the men for their impor- 
tant service, but they are expected to 
give their time in the service of the 
government out of a sense of patriotio 
duty rather than for the compensation 
attached. Under the former rule the 
members of such hoards were allowet 
$150 
each for services but even that 


would not compensate some of them 
for the loss of lime while it would bo 
more than some others could earn in 
the time given to the duties of the 
selective draft law. In this case, 
in others, it is expected that patriot- 
ism will overcome any objections that 
might be offered against such a rule. 
The time has come when 
all 
mast 


make sacrifices and the demands wil 
become greater as our forces get into 
active service. What appears a hard- 
ship now will then seem but a wel- 
come trifle, something in the nature 
of a service that the loyal citizen will 
gladly perform. 


WRITE CHEERFUL LETTERS 
"The strength, the punch, the tret- 


there-ness of our army depends upon 
its morale; its mental condition is al- 
most as important as its physical con- 
dition. Within the last few months 
I have talked with famous generals of 
the old world. They all tell mo that 
disappointed, unhappy men do not win 
battles." 


So says Governor Arthur Capper of 


Kansas. And what ho says has the 
ring of truth in it. 


Unhappy, disappointed men caanot 


win anything—in peaceful pursuits or 
in wartime occupations. 


There is but this difference: It ic 


much easier to bring unhappincss and 
discontent to a man near the battle- 
lield's roar or in the soldier's training 
camp than if he were stationed else- 
where. 


A mother, a sister, a friend can do 


it, unconsciously and without a knowl- 
edge of the results., Letters 
of

"sob" variety may bring unhappiness 
to the soldier's heart, especially those 
teeming with fcnr for the beloved 
boy's safety. 


The patriotic thing to do, (ho. thing

body of Small as it swayed backward 
and forward.

Nine of the eleven 
members of the commission declare 
that the proposed plan has the support 
of ' neither employers nor employes, 
and is open, to serious objection be- 
cause it is not in any appreciable de,- 
gree the proper solution of the rdal 
sickaess problem; "The real remedy," 
the majority report declares, "is to 
prevent sickness, not to compensate 
its victims." 


The two democratic members of the 


commission. Sen. McLaughlin and for- 
mer Representative Brogna of Boston, 
faVdr a 'system of insurance 
agraJnst 


sickness toward the cost of which the 
beneficiary would contribute nothing, 
but they.recommend that before adop- 
tion the plan, should be studied for at 
least two years by 
another 
special 


commission 
of five members. 
Inci- 


dentally, there have already been two 
investigations in the last two years, 
at a cost to the state of more than 
$24,000 for 'salaries alone. 
Former Senator Robert M. Wash- 


"burn of "Worcester, one of Governor 
McCall's appointees on the commis- 
sion, agrees with the minority report- 
but also signs Uiat of the minority 
recommending further study of 
the 


question. Mr. Washburn declares that 
th'e arguments against the proposed 
system are not conclusive, "but at a

" "The so-called compulsory contribu- 
tory system of health insurance has 
few supporters. There appear to be 
tw'o serious obstacles to the enactment 
of legislation of this character, name- 
ly, the united opposition of employer 
and employe to the plan, and the diffi- 
culties presented by tho constitutional 
aspects of the quosUon. 
"The majority cannot disregard the 


objection put io~\vard by labor bodies 
and others that compulsory contribu- 
tory health insurance is class legisla- 
tion—inasmuch as it takes from one 
class of 
citizens, 
the 
inherently 


healthy, for the benefit of the smaller 
but less fortunate group on which the 
burden of illness falls. 
"\Vc believe that health insurance 


would not in any degree lessen pov- 
erty, or so much of it at least as is 
due to sickness. Those persons in the 
common wealth whom the scheme is 
designed to help are already in a po- 
sition to avail themselves oC medical

STATE HOUSE, Boston, .Ian. 15.— 


In a divided report submitted to the 
senate today, the special commission 
on health insurance condemns the pro- 
posed plan for compulsory insurance 
against 
sickness, 
recommended 
by 


Governor McCall In his last two in- 
augural messages. Nine of the eleven 
members of the commission declare 
that the proposed plan has the support 
o£ 
neither employers nor employes, 


and is open to serious objection be- 
cause it ig not in any appreciable de- 
gree the proper solution of the real 
sickness problem; "The real remedy," 
the majority report declares, "is to 
prevent sickness, not to 
compensate 


its victims." 


The two democratic members of the 


commission, Sen. McLaughlin and for- 
mer Representative Brogna of Boston,

MOTHERS PRESSED INTO SERVICE 


American womeu aro doing their bit 


nobly In tho war, but us yet tho work 
that has lallen to them is compara- 
iively light, the tours short and the 
.working conditions pleasant. 


A few days ago The Sun had a de- 


spatch showing how the 
women of 


France, even the mothers, work 
ten 


hours a day in the munition factories. 
Women with very young babies arc 
there and the babies ;tre kept in 
charge o£ trained nurses in a. nursery 
connected with the factory. Last July 
there were 210 babies in this nursery 
from among the 6000 women employ- 
ed. It is estimated that thirty per 
month are born to women factory 
workers. These women turn out 1000 
tons of. ammunition daily. The moth- 
ers of young babies get an intermis- 
sion o£ ten minutes every three hours 
daring which they are to nurse their 
infants. The little ones aro kept in 
the nursery at night so that the moth- 
ers may-Have sufficient rest-W enable 
tfaem to-keep up their work in tho fac- 
tory. 


This is a sample of the war work 


.which comes to the women in a. land 
torhere the men are called to the front 
and where every man, woman and 
child is ready to fight to the death 
against the cruel invader. 


In view of such conditions brought 


on by real war, it seems unreasonable 
to grumble over such privations or 
discomforts as are found necessary as 
a result of our "war preparations. 


Let us get the spirit of sacrifice and 


the willingness to do our part cheer- 
fully whether that be in the munition 
factory, the mill, the office or the 
home. All we can do is slight indeed 
compared to the sufferings of the men 
Sn the trenches where they are not 
sure of their lives even for a single

When mothers are separated from

The exemption boards havx) to work 


hard in examining all the men and 
documents to be passed upon under 
the draft law. Upon the faithfulness, 
fairness and care with which 
they

will operate. It appears that some 
exemption hoards have put in extrav- 
agant claims for 
compensation 
for 


their services and as a result General 
Crowder has decided to limit the pay 
of exemption board members 
to GO 


cents for each draftee passed for army 
service. 
That, of course, will not 


compensate the men for their impor- 
tant service, but they are expected to 
give their time in the service of the 
government out of a sense of patriotic 
duty rather than for the compensation 
attached. Under the former rules the 
members of such boards were allowed 
$150 each for services but even that 
would not compensate some of them 
for the loss of time while it would be 
more than some others could earn in 
the time given to the duties of the 
selective draft law. 3n this case, as 
in others, it is expected that patriot- 
ism will overcome any objections that 
might be offered against such a rule. 
The time has come when

must 


make sacrifices and the demands will 
become greater as our forces get into 
active service. What appears a hard- 
ship now will then seem but a wel- 
come trifle, something in the nature 
of a service that the loyal citizen will 
gladly perform.

The trap was sprung by Sheriff Ar- 


thur AV. Chandler of Carroll county and 
instantly the }' hts in the death cham- 
ber and in the basement, tu which th« 
body dropped' through the trapdoor in 
the floor, were extinguished. For a full 
minute the two rooms were in darkness 
and the only noise to be heard was that 
ct the creakinj? of the rope as the, body 
swung1 at its end a few feet above th'o 
ec-llar 
floor.

Then the ligrhts were turned on and 


the prison bflicials and the- hangman's 
jury of 1'2 men In .the basement room 
gazed for the first time on.tho lifeleea 
body of Small as it swayed backward 
and forward. 
It was later cut down,

Concord, prison physician; Dr. Chauncy 
Adams, medical referee of Merrimack 
county, and Dr. R 
AV. Hodgdon 
of 


Mountain View, who represented Medi- 
cal Referee Home of Carroll 
county.

Small of Portland, Me., a brother of the 
murderer. 


The regular routine of

prison 


here was not disturbed by the execu- 
tion of Small. Iji the evening the prison 
band gave a concert* fdr the prisoners, 
but Small was not allowed to be pres- 
ent. 
Arrangements for the execution 


went on swiftly after it 
was learned 


that the decision of the governor and 
council was against any delay in carry- 
ing out the order of ttlo court. 
Small appeared resigned 
but some- 


v hat nervous when he was taken from 
his cell at 9.45 by Warden Charles K 
Howe and placed in the waiting" rqomj 
to await the'march to the death chant-j 
her. 
Warden Rowe was accompanied! 


by Guy 'Emery and Elmer J. Strong,; 
who have been Small's bodyguard for

days. 
Since Small wan 


locked up a year ago he was allowed 
the privileges of the yard one day each, 
week .under guard. 
Owing to the se- 


verity of the weather this privileges 
vas curtailed .three weeks ago. 
His 


cell in the prison was comfortable and 
he had plenty of room to walk about. 


Small was informed of the de?lsio-i 


of the governor and council half an 
hour, earlier in his cell .by Sidney F. 
Stevens, his 
counsel, 
and evidently 


realized when ho was brought (jjto th-3 
waiting room that he was going- to his 
death. 


His only comment was: 
"I am 
re- 


signed; God's will be done."

His 
uniform with other military equipment 
was found in his apartment in Balti-

Sporrman is accused of having 


attempted to blow-up the government 
magazine, at the aviation base, Hamp- 
ton.

Sporrman secured a position as time- 
keeper with a government contractor 
employed . in construction 
work 
at 


Newport News. On the night /ot Jaa 
1, about 8 o'clock, Sporrman struck 


match near the magazine at 
the? 
aviation field. He was challenged by 
i sentry. 
When ho failed to answer 


.he guard opened fire. Sporrman es- 
caped, was.not identified and returned 
o work next day. 


He was still at work when taken 


nto custody last Wednesday by an 
agent of the naval intelligence bu-

eixned Ignorance of German 
When the officer came upon Sporr- 


man, who 
was 
busily engaged 
in 


hecfcing material, he cpoke to him in 
his native tongue. Sporrman, pretend- 
.d not to understand, but. when the 
•fficer mentioned a social affair held 
_n Baltimore which was a4.te nded by 
ipomnan, the latter remembered and 
jecarae sociable at once. 
The government man then shoved a 


(run under his face aoid placed Sporr- 
lan under • arrest. 
He protested and 
enled being connected 
in any way 


with the German government or prop- 
aganda work in America. 


After his arrest, .the 
government 
agents found in his apartment a full 
military outfit of a German lieutenant, 
also papers showing that Sporrman 
lad been in communication with Boy- 
Sd and Bernstorff and had received 
90,000 from the latter.

eceipt showing this amount had been 
>aid to him. 
There was also a large 


umber' of silk shirts, high-priced un- 
erclothing,; full dress suits and other 
Uingrs, showing that the owner was 
ell supplied with money. 
Pap«rs found in the possession of 
porrman showed he had answered the 
all to the colors in Germany and that 
vhile in that country h'e had corre- 
ponded with persons in America. 
Government agents also found print- 
d circulars Intended to create pro- 


man sentiment in America. 
A list 


f names, of well known people, in- 
luding a wealthy citizen of Baltimore, 
as also found among his effects. 
Sporrman- denied ownership of ariy- 
bing found in the Baltimore apaj-t- 
ent, but government agents say his 


name was on some of the clothing; and 
letters were addressed to him. 


Sporrman also says ho. did not 
in- 


tend to blow up the government mag- 
azine. He said he struck?, a match at 
:m Isolated spot, some distance from 
the magazine, in .search of his cane. 
lie did not explain why he failed

answer the challenge of tho sentry.
